L.A. teachers 
strike schools 


LOS ANGELES (UPD — Striking teach­ 
ers picketed hundreds of schools in the 
nation’s second largest system today as 
principals and non strikers attempted 
to keep classes open for 650,000 chil­ 
dren. 
The first reports after the morn­ 
ing openings indicated that about 50 per 
cent of the approximately 25,000 teach­ 
ers in the 616 public schools failed to 
report for work. 
The United Teachers of Los Angeles, 
which represent 88 per cent of the teach­ 
ers, had voted 11,890 to 5,752 to strike 
for higher pay and better working and ed­ 
ucational conditions. 
The UTLA reported that six schools 
had closed or were closing within an 
hour of the beginning of classes, a union 
spokesman said there were large num­ 
bers of pickets around schools through­ 
out the city. 
The board of Education said it had a 
report of only one junior high school 
definitely closed. 
A spokesman said that 20 elementary 
schools in East Los Angeles were open 
with faculty attendance ranging from 40 
per cent to almost normal. 


Both sides agreed it would be several 
hours before the effectiveness of the 
strike could be accurately measured. 
There are no indications how long the 
strike will last nor its effectiveness. 
In a vote last Thursday, 11,899 teach­ 
ers agreed to join the strike while 5,752 
voted against the walkout. 
School officials called more than 2,000 
substitute teachers to duty as strike re­ 
placements and school attorneys were 
preparing briefs to get a quick court 
injunction against the walkout. 
UTLA leaders have already said they 
will ignore any court orders which may 
be issued on grounds that such orders 
are unconstitutional and should be tested 
all the way to the Supreme Court. 
The forces of two rival national teach­ 
er organizations are united in the sup­ 
port of the strike. The UTLA is the 
only teacher organization in the country 
affiliated with both the National Educa­ 
tion Association and the AFL-CIO. 
Nearly a million pieces of literature 
are expected to be distributed during 
the 
walkout including 
50,000 bumper 
stickers, reading, "Teachers Want What 
Children Need.” 
Santa Maria teachers 
return to classrooms 


Teachers returned to the classrooms 
of Santa Maria’s three high schools 
today ending a one-day walkout staged 
by a faculty group to protest educational 
cutbacks. 
Nearly 86 per cent of the areas 
223 high school teachers staged a "Pro ­ 
fessional Day,” boycott of classes Fri­ 
day in a dispute over cutbacks ordered 
by the school board Thursday night. 
Affected were Santa Maria, Righetti 
and Delta High Schools. 
Elementary 
schools were not affected. There were 
no picket lines. 
All three high schools closed their 
doors shortly after the work stoppage 
began. 
Word that the walkout had ended was 
received by the teachers early today 
as they waited over breakfast. 
A joint statement by Gerald Walsh, 
public relations representative for the 
faculty group, and Supt. Wilbur Wheaton 
pledged the two sides to "meaningful” 
negotiations to be concluded before June 


30, date of the start of the 1970-71 
fiscal school year. 
The agreement was hammered out 
in intensive negotiations over the week­ 
end between the teachers and the school 
board under the prodding of state con­ 
ciliator Louis Gilbert. 
School board 
trustees and rank and file members 
of the teachers group must still ratify 
the agreement. 
The joint statement indicated that 
there are specific areas in which there 
is agreement and other areas where 
there is agreement in concept. 
Still 
unresolved are disagreements over the 
restoration of instructional supplies, the 
fate the salaries and the amount of 
health insurance premiums to be picked 
up by the school district. 
On Thursday night the school board 
whacked $210,360 from the educational 
program and voted to withold all salary 
increases except for the normal instep 
salary increments, which amount to 
about $390 per teacher. 
Guerrillas hit Saigon 


in rare rocket attack 


SAIGON (UPI' —Communist guerrillas 
hit Saigon with a rocket attack tonight, 
the first since Dec. 17. At the same time 
Allied intelligence sources warned of new 
and bigger Communist offensives this 
spring, including attacks on Saigon. 
U.S. and South Vietnamese police offi­ 
cials said at least six rockets hit Sai­ 
gon. killing three persons and injuring 
44. All of the dead and 38 of the wound­ 
ed were in the crowded Olympic Theatei 
where a rocket struck the rear wall. 
Two rockets struck the Interior Min­ 
istry building four blocks from the pres­ 
idential palace and two blocks from the 
U.S. 
Embassy, wounding one woman 
and sending two others into shock. Po­ 
lice first reported the explosions here 
and at the theater as terrorist bombs, 
but later found the rocket engines. 
One rocket hit the Interior Minis­ 
try, wounding a woman secretary and 
sending two others into shock. Another 
hit the Saigon River and blew out windows 
in the government-owned Majestic Hotel 
where a singer and several other per­ 
sons were cut by flying glass. 


National Police said another rocket 
landed on the tennis court at the Cer- 
cle Sportif, a luxurious country club 
favored by South Vietnam’s political 
and social leaders and the diplomatic 
set. 


Persons living in the area said they 
heard the rocket being set off and it 
was only seconds before it hit, indicating 
it may have been launched from a point 
just across the Saigon River in swampy 
march land. 
The Communists also stepped up their 
pressure on the twin Green Beret camps 
of Dak Seang and Dak Pek, 300 miles 
northwest of Saigon, and military spokes­ 
men said new threats were developing 
against a Special Forces camp in the 
Mekong Delta and a nearby South Viet­ 
namese army training center. 
Military spokesmen said tonight cap­ 
tured Communist documents and infor­ 
mation from a captured Viet Cong dis­ 
trict leader indicated another round of 
Communist attacks could be expected 
late this month in South Vietnam.

Israel reports

soldier was killed and seven wounded- 
but in raids somewhere else.

A total of 80,000 workers were be­ 
lieved to be affected by the automotive 
shutdowns at various plants across the 
country. 
Thousands of workers were 
put on reduced shifts. 
A spokesman for Michigan truckers 
said a back-to-work movement scheduled 
for mid-night was a failure.

The polls open at seven tomorrow 
morning for the 1970 Lompoc muni­ 
cipal election in which three city coun- 
cilmen will be elected from a field of 
eight. 
Election headquarters will be set up 
in the auditorium at City Hall and City 
Clerk Wilma Thomas expects to have 
the final results within two hours after 
the polls close at 7 p.m. 
There are a total of 7,638 registered 
voters spread out over 16 precincts 
and Mrs. Thomas said she does not ex­ 
pect the precinct workers to be too 
long counting votes.

Cotsenmoyer is manager of the Bank 
of America, Dunlap is a retired govern­ 
ment employe, Lefkowitz is a civil en­ 
gineer for the Air Force at VAFB, Ra­ 
mirez is a construction worker and 
Stevens is director of public affairs at 
Allan Hancock College.

WASHINGTON (UPP - An Indiana 
congressman temporarily blocked final 
approval of a pay raise for federal 
workers today by objecting to a provi­ 
sion to give Capitol Hill employes rais­ 
es ranging up to $2,009. 
The objection by Rep Andrew Jacobs, 
D-Ind,, stalled a unanimous consent re­ 
quest that the House accept immediately 
a Senate - approved bill. Managers of 
the $2.6 billion measure predicted it 
would «Tear the House later in the aft­ 
ernoon and be sent to President Nixon 
for his signature. 
Rep. Charles E. Bennett, D-Fla., had 
indicated he was opposed to giving con­ 
gressional employes the pay hike but did 
not object to the unanimous consent re­ 
quest. 
The measure was passed as requested 
by Nixon, calling for pay raises for both 
civilian and military employes of the 
federal government retroactive to Dec. 
27, 1969. 
The House intended to include Capitol 


Hill employes but a typographical er­ 
ror in the bill approved by the House 
last week omitted them. The Senate fixed 
the error in passing the bill but the 
House has adjourned for the weekend and 
could not get around the final action 
until today. 
lacobs, Bennett and some others were 
against giving ongressional employes a 
much larger raise than postal workers. 
Jacobs, in blocking unanimous consent 
to the Senate change, said he did not 
want C apitol employes to "wind up 
with a free ride at the expense of the 
postal worker,” whose strike recently 
led to negotiations for the pay hike.

New DDT rules 


expected to be 
made this week 


WASHINGTON 
(UPD-The 
government, which already has 
dropped its sanction for 35 per 
cent of the uses of DDT, takes 
another step this week in a 
drive to end all but essential 
uses of the pesticide by the end 
of 1970. 
A panel of experts will meet 
Thursday and Friday to make 
initial recommendations after 
reviewing 
a file of several 
thousand comments from DDT 
manufacturers, users and other 
interested parties. 
The comments were solicited 
by the Agriculture Department 
late 
last 
year after it an­ 
nounced its intention to with­ 
draw federal registration from 
all remaining uses of DDT- 
except for disease control and 
other essential use when no 
alternative can be found. 
Earlier last year the depart­ 
ment cancelled federal sanction 
for use of DDT on shade trees, 
aquatic areas and house and 
garden pests-altogether about 
35 per cent of all DDT uses. 
Several 
firms 
which 
made 
DDT -bearing products for those 
uses have appealed that initial 
ruling and have t>een allowed 
to remain on the market pend­ 
ing the appeals. 
Officials said final govern­ 
ment proposals for cancellation 
of nonessential DDT uses are 
still expected to be complete 
before the end of this year. But 
the 
officials 
cautioned 
that 
actual 
enforcement 
of 
bans 
could be delayed in some cases 
by manufacturers appeals of 
the government rulings. 
One recent government re­ 
port noted that for well over 
two decades, DDT—a long-lived 
chlorinated hydrocarbon com- 
pound-has 
been the world’s 
most widely used pesticide. It 
has 
practically 
wiped 
out 
malaria in the United States 
and many other areas, and it 
has 
controlled major insect 
pests of crops including cotton, 
vegetables and fruits. 
But 
the 
widespread 
use 
and long life of DDT created 
other problems and few areas 
now are free of DDT residues.

States,” Nader charged that

said a 
cutter continued the search into 
early 
today and was to be 
joined by other craft and a 
helicopter at sunrise. 
Diehl said the men anchored 
the sailboat in the cove after its 
m ast bent in half and a sm all 
outboard motor failed. 
“ We put on life jackets and 
suddenly a big wave hit the 
boat sideways and dumped it 
upside down throwing it into a 
cliff,” he said. 
“ The three of us started 
swimming

into 
the 
cove,

place. I managed to grab a 
large rock and hold on.

Underwater Riches Provide 
Man's New Frontier

( M. S co 11 Carpenter, 
astronaut t u r n e d aqua- 
naut, b e l i e v e s the sea 
holds the key to survival 
of the world's expanding 
population— and that our 
problem of learning how 
to protect and properly 
use the riches of the sea 
is immediate. 


The retired Navy com­ 
mander, second American 
to orbit the earth and the 
ranking U.S. a q u a n a u t 
who lived on the ocean 
floor for 30 days in the 
Sealab program, predicts 
that man will launch an 
all-out program to con­ 
quer the seas in the 1970s. 
declared by the U n it e d 
Nations as “ The Interna­ 
tional Decade of Ocean 
Exploration.'' 


Carpenter is now presi­ 
dent of The Helium So­ 
ciety and his own firm. 
Sea Sciences Corji. Here 
is the first of a four-part 
series on ocean explora­ 
tion during the next 10 
years.) 


W ASHINGTON-M en have 
ventured a quarter of a mil­ 
lion miles to the dead, deso­ 
late terrain of the moon, but 
we have yet to explore the 
richness of the sea around 
us. The sea was the original 
source of all life on earth 
and 71 per cent of the earth’s 
surface is covered by water. 
But our search of the sea is 
still to be made. 


It has been estimated that 
only about five per cent 
the ocean floor has been ex 
plored as thoroughly as our 
Apollo astronauts c h e c k e d 
out their lunar landing base. 


Tremendous resources of 
food, fresh water and min­ 
erals are known to lie at the 
600-foot depth of the Conti­ 
nental Shelf. This area is 
two million times closer to 
us than the moon. Authori­

cost to elevate immeasur­ 
ably the quality of life on 
earth. 


We a l r e a d y know that 
world population is soaring. 
P r e s i d e n t Nixon has said 
that, if the present popula­ 
tion rate continues, world 
population will double in the 
next 30 years. That means 
seven billion people by the 
year 2,000 


Today the sea produces 
about one per cent of the 
total world food supply, but 
it could produce much more, 
since that one per cent also 
constitutes 12 per cent of 
man’s total protein supply. 
So there is tremendous po­ 
tential in food from the sea, 
the means to feed this ever- 
more-populous world. 


If we want to fish the sea, 
we will have to learn more 
before we act. Right now, 
some experts say we can in­ 
crease by five times our take 
of 115 million pounds per 
year w i t h o u t endangering 
the supply. But, since we are 
already close to fishing some 
species into extinction, in­ 
creasing production must be 
undertaken with great care. 


Sen. 
Claiborne 
Pell 
(D- 
R .I.), who has a deep inter­ 
est in ocean sciences, has 
commented: “ Present meth­ 
ods of fishing can only be 
c o m p a r e d with primitive 
hunting with a bow and ar­ 
row. If fish were husbanded 
like livestock, the present 
world catch could easily be 
multiplied as much as ten­ 
fold " 
I recall that, when we first 
occupied Sealab II off La 
Jolla, Calif., we were in the 
mi idle of a deep ocean des­ 
ert. so to speak. Yet, after 
we had been there awhile, 
many species of fish took up 
residence and. by the end of 
the dive, we felt we were in 
the middle of a d e n s e l y 
packed aquarium. 
My point is that we can de­ 
vise proper methods of at­ 
tracting and protecting any 
form of sea life. All it takes 
is an appreciation of the im­ 
mediacy of the problem and 
the money to finance the 
studies required. 
We also need to know how 
to make better use of the 
fish we take. There are al­ 
ready several avenues worth 
pursuing. One is the use of 
fish protein .concentrate, a 
safe powder made by grind­ 
ing 
the 
entire 
fish. 
This 
“ flour” can be incorporated 
into other foods without im ­ 
parting a fishy taste. It can 


be transported without spe­ 
cial refrigeration or process­ 
ing. And it is inexpensive— 
the minimum daily protein 
requirement for a child can 
be produced for about one 
cent. 
Another is the use of the 
so-called “ trash” fish. There 
is already a new technique 
for p r o c e s s i n g hake, and 
other species may be simi­ 
larly handled. 
More than half the fish 
caught today is used for ani­ 
mal feed. Intelligent expan­ 
sion of our use of less-desir­ 
able fish could help augment 
the world meat supply. 
T h e r e are also “ ocean 
vegetables,” such as kelp, 
which can be eaten like let­ 
tuce, or cooked and even 
baked. Kelp is eaten in the 
Orient as a dietary staple 
an 1 is also fed to livestock. 
Kelp makes good fertilizer

Around the world, there are 
some 7(X) desalting plants op­ 
erating or under construc­ 
tion.

and, with world demand for 
fertilizer increasing sharply, 
fertilizers from the sea could 
improve terrestrial produc­ 
tion of grains such as rice 
and wheat. 
In h a r v e s t i n g the life 
forms in the sea, we will al­ 
ways have to be cognizant of 
the fact that, as certain spe­ 
cies are reduced in number, 
other species increase be­ 
cause their natural enemies 
are less numerous. Such is 
the case with the Crown of 
Thorns starfish, which is lit­ 
erally destroying coral reefs 
which have existed for cen­ 
turies in the South Pacific. 
Fresh water, equally as 
important to man’s survival, 
can also be taken from the 
sea. One method is by de­ 
salination. another by tap­ 
ping and piping sources of 
fresh water lying under the 
seabed.

for drinking and irrigation. 
At a recent NASA lunai 
science conference 
Dr

seph V Smith of the Univer­ 
sity of Chicago reported that 
the moon has a limited num­ 
ber of minerals 
about 20 in 
all—and that it is doubtful 
man will use the moon as a 
mining resource. 
The reason is that there’s 
no water on the moon to 
combine elements into the 
complex minerals we know 
on earth. This, c o m b i n e d 
with the difficulty of trans 
portation. tends to cloud fur* 
ther the moon's utility as a 
mineral resource. 
But the sea presents a fan­ 
tastic potential. Each cubic 
mile of the sea contains an 
estimated $6 billion worth of 
minerals—and there are 350 
million cubic miles of sea 
water.

Pacific Ocean has manga­ 
nese deposits so vast <358 
billion tons) that it is re­ 
garded as the equivalent of 
reserves for 400,000 years 
Before we reach into the 
sea to take its treasures, 
whether food or mineral, we 
must first recognize that it is 
no treasure house to be plun­ 
dered w i t h o u t limit but 
rather a total system which 
must be kept in balance to be 
useful. 
The very fact that we have 
a population explosion means 
that we cannot continue to 
use the ocean as a dumping 
ground for all of our trash. 
I would guess that 95 per 
cent of the pollution we gen­ 
erate today ends up in the 
S t Ik. 
So we must begin our wise 
use of the sea by cleaning 
up dangerously polluted estu­ 
aries I think such things as 
tax incentives to industry for 
installation of antipollution 
equipment, as well as man­ 
datory legislation to require 


clean industrial effluent, are 
some of the s t e p s to be 
taken 
Similarly, we must take 
greater care with such oper­ 
ations as offshore drilling 
and pumping of oil to avoid 
polluting two environments - 
the sea and the shore. 
In the last 25 years, 12,500 
oil wells have been placed in 
uur coastal waters With the 
demand for oil and gas going 
up, the petroleum industn 
inevitably will have to seek 
new fields 
One possibility that offers 
protection to shore dwellers 
is that new technology will 
allow the industry to find 
new oil sources farther at 
sea. New equipment, such as 
that carried by a ship called 
the Glomar Challenger, is a! 
ready allowing drillers to go 
into deeper water 
We can reap the riches of 
the sea 
and solve its prob­ 
lems as well 
if we apply the 
same commitment which en­ 
abled man to walk on the 
moon

The scientific and electronic 
revolutions and the rapidity of 
change everywhere have made 
all of mankind into pioneers 
migrating through time, she 
suggests. 
“ Today, suddenly, because all 
the peoples of the world are 
part ofone electronically based, 
intercommunicating 
network, 
young people everywhere share 
a kind of experience that none 
of the elders ever have had or 
will have,” Miss Mead writes. 
She insists the older genera 
tion must acknowledge the gap 
and 
include 
the 
young 
in 
determinations of the future, 
rather than ignoring the genet 
ational conflict as the perennial 
dispute between all parents and 
their children. 
“ Out of their new knowledge 
-new to the world and new to 
us—must come the questions to 
those who are already equipped 
by education and experience to 
search for answers...The child­ 
ren, the young, must ask the 
questions that we would never 
think to ask, but enough trust 
must be re-established so that 
the elders will be permitted to

I Ж АВ POLLY—I rotate the wearing of six pairs of 
shoes because of sore toes and athlete’s foot and am 
having trouble with mold in the shoes. Our home is 
air-conditioned and 1 keep bags to prevent mold hang­ 
ing in the closets but the mold forms. Can anyone 
give me a Pointer for removing mold from shoes? 
G, A. 


DKAR I’OLLV- My answer is for Rose, who wants to 
change her sheets to fit a king-sized bed. The following is 
the way my mother did mine: 
Split one ()3x 108-inch twin-sized sheet lengthwise and sew 
one half to each of two 81xl08-inch double sheets (we had 
them). These converted top sheets are almost king-sized 
and more than ample. However, we- are still faced with 
the problem of fitted bottom sheets.—R0SP:MARY 


DKAR POI.LY 
Itose could widen her sheets for her 
king-sized bed as 1 did. To m ake the sheets wider, I split 
them in half from top to foot and sewed in each a length 
from a discarded sheet that was as wide as needed, using 
a shirt seam for a flat finish. 
I also m ade my sheets semicontour. After replacing the 
wide hem with one of shirttail width. I laid the sheet on the 
bed and folded hem and side together and sewed across 
this, which left a folded triangle on the under side and it 
was then cut off. I made these at the top on bottom sheets 
and at the bottom of top sheets and it keeps them both in 
place —JANIE

ing that her d o u b 1 e-bed 
sheets are 108 inches long, 
she could use them cross­ 
wise.

Baylor, who scored 22 of his 
30 points in the second half, 
was almost as good with a 12 for

14 mark in the final half. West 
wound up 18 for 21 for the game 
while Baylor hit 14 of 18. 
Atlanta had led 67-52 at the 
half-time and held the lead over 
the I akers until the final two 
minutes. And then the Lakers 
only made one field goal in the 
final four minutes as they cut 
the lead and then went ahead of 
the Hawks.

AUGUSTA

Ticket splitter

(NEA) 
I he important 1970 elections, with 
so much at stake for both major par­ 
ties, will probably witness proportion­ 
ately more voting than ever by Ameri­ 
cans whose ties with those parties seem 
to be weakening. 
There are different ways to define 
these so-called in­ 
dependent 
voters. 
Some political schol- 
ars and poll analysts 
/ 
jut^je them by how 
' 
they see themselves. 
In other words, if 
f 
voters tell profes- 
sional 
questioners 
they 
are 
indepen- 
A 
dents, they are so re- 
* 
corded in polls and 
other tabulations. 
By this gauge, we come out in this 
country with something like 30 per cent 
of the U.S. electorate perceiving itself 
as “ independent.” By a couple of points, 
incidentally, that is more than rate them­ 
selves as Republicans. (The Democratic 
figure is 42 per cent.) 
Obviously, the percentages vary great­ 
ly geographically and among differing 
groups in society. Some 44 per cent of 
college students, for instance, think of 
themselves as independent in political 
attitude, and that percentage rises to 50 
on northern campuses. 
But there is another key perspective 
on the “ independent.” It weighs not his 
self-perception, but what he actually does 
at the polls. In the simplest terms, the 
measure put on this voter is his ten­ 
dency to split his voting between the 
two party tickets which confront him. 
Walter de Vries of the University of 
Michigan finds this a strikingly increased 
factor in modem U.S. politics. The Gal­ 
lup organization’s queries disclosed that 
in 1968 some 54 percent of voting Amer­ 
icans actually split their tickets as they 
chose candidates. 
Only two or three decades ago, 80 to 
90 per cent of American voters were 
voting straight party lines. 
In De Vries’ view, the 54 per cent fig­ 
ure is the real bench-mark on indepen­ 
dent voters, not the 30 per cent “per- 
ception” figure. 
Plainly, many Ameri­ 
cans who call themselves Democrats oi 
Republicans really vote as independents. 
Moreover, the view of present-day poli­ 
tics held by these ticket - splitters is 
markedly 
different from that of the 


strong “ party identifiers” who tend tc 
stick to party lines rigidly. 
Among the independents, defined as 
the splitters, the first big thing weigh­ 
ed is the candidate’s qualities and his 
perceived ability to “ handle the job,” 
whether at the time he is in office or out. 
Ihe ticket - splitters give second high­ 
est consideration to the issues that are 
troubling them, and plainly their view oi 
the candidates is strongly affected by 
their judgment as to how fully and ef­ 
fectively they may be able to deal with 
those issues they rate as prime. 
Undecided voters 
have always given 
the pollsters fits. It is the opinion of at 
least some of the specialists in the more 
advanced political techniques that the 
splitter and the undecided voter are the 
same breed. 
A notable, demonstrable phenomenon 
is that splitting is growing all the time. 
Where once a fair proportion of voters 
might vote for one party’s presidential 
nominee but then go “ regular” through 
the rest of the slate, now millions are 
picking and choosing carefully among the 
various party candidates for a sizable 


range of state offices — like attorney 
general, secretary of state, treasurer 
Researches on 1968 disclosed for ex­ 
ample, that in some 20 of the 50 states 
splitting was so widespread that the key 
state offices tended to be divided almost 
half and half between the two parties. 
The scholars are inclined to judge the 
splitting phenomenon as an unmistaka­ 
ble mark of enlarging political sophisti­ 
cation in the electorate. 


The knowledge explosion, fueled might­ 
ily by television, lays bare to the Amer­ 
ican citizenry the nature of men and 
issues and the workings of government 
and politics as neverbefore. Thus voters 
have become inevitably more selective. 


Yet - and this matter fittingly be­ 
longs in another report - this same 
widening information process, again es­ 
pecially aided by television, has contri­ 
buted heavily to alienation from and dis­ 
trust of politics, not just among the mil­ 
itant young but among middle-income 
adults and even the elderly. Far better 
informed, U.S. citizens are actually 
voting less.

Two candidates for the city council 
have stated unequivocally that they op­ 
pose urban renewal for Lompoc. 
As I look over Lompoc, it is evident 
that the city desperately needs renewal 
and redevelopment in certain sections. 
Downtown Lompoc, with its vacant lots, 
abandoned 
buildings, 
and crumbling 
store fronts is more than a waste of val­ 
uable property, it is embarrassing. I 
understand that more than a few homes 
in the original townsite do not have in­ 
door plumbing. 
Congressman Teague’s “ Washington 
Report” dated February-March, 
1970 
states that well over $21 
million in 
federal 
money has been made availa­ 
ble to the 13th congressional district 
of California in the form of both loans 
and grants for urban renewal and neigh­ 
bor development. Lompoc is not listed 
as having received one penny for these 
purposes. 
I pay federal 
income taxes. We all

do. Why should the people of Lompoc 
watch their federal taxes being spent 
for improving the quality of life in other 
communities and not in their own? 
Frankly, I am aware that 
certain 
forms of urban renewal have been less 
than successful — that it has been “ re­ 
moval” not “ renewal” in some cities. 
But there are programs available which 
are good. Low interest loans and match­ 
ing funds are two types of federal pro­ 
grams which Lompoc can and should 
use. These programs are not “ some­ 
thing for nothing,” but rather “ self- 
help.” 
Speight and Dunlap, in their campaign 
literature, have flatly opposed urban 
renewal. I recall that Speight and Mac- 
Clure opposed urban renewal several 
years ago as councilmen. If these men 
are elected and worthwhile programs be­ 
come available would they vote against 
them? The answer, it seems, 
is that 
they would either vote against the pro­ 
grams, or they would violate their cam­ 
paign promises. 
Let’s not turn our backs on a better, 
more beautiful Lompoc. I, for one, will 
support the candidates who favor sensi­ 
ble urban renewal.

JERUSALEM — With the intensity, the 
drive, the passion of a people who have 
suffered so much through the centuries 
the Jews of Israel are working to weld 
together a nation that will last into the 
dateless future. To even the most casu­ 
al visitor the fierce impact of this drive 
is like a blow between the eyes. 
While survival comes first after three 
wars - 1948, ’56, ’67 
— it’s far more than 
survival. The goals 
for decades ahead 
are as soberly and 
carefully drawn as 
though the current 
conflict, the war of 
attritit ion pursued by 
Egypt’s Gamal Abdel 
^ 
Nasser, wereanirri- 
W 
tant no more impor- 
^ 
tant than a brief spell 
of bad weather. 
The arithmetic of the world’s Jewry, 
the ingathering of the diaspora, is thé 
base of the long-term goal. The special­ 
ist in this arithmetic is a cabinet min­ 
ister with a unique title. Shimon Peres, 
one of the ablest men in the Israeli 
government, now is minister of absorp­ 
tion. 
In Peres’ arithmetic there are roughly 
14 million Jews in the world today. Is­ 
rael has gathered in 2V2 million of this 
total. With a scattering in many coun­ 
tries, the balance is divided between 
the United States and the Soviet Union 
— 612 million in the former, 3l/2 mil­ 
lion in the latter. 
The bold planning of the minister of 
absorption envisages a population for Is­ 
rael of 10 million. 
But how can this be a country so 
small? Peres replied that the old Is­ 
rael, prior to the territories taken 
from Egypt, Syria and Jordan in the 
six-day war of 1967, was about three- 
fourths the size of Belgium. Belgium to­ 
day supports a population of nearly 10 
million. 
The answer for Israel is high tech­ 
nology and industry based on the tech­ 
nology. “ We will not make shirts,” Peres 
says of the ever - increasing competi­ 
tion in textiles. “ We will make air­ 
planes and electronics products that will 
compete successfully in the markets of 
the world.” 
Israel today is producing a compara­ 
tively small transport plane adopted to 
the needs of developing countries and 
other more - advanced aircraft are in 
various stages of production. 
In 1970 the goal is to absorb 60,000 
immigrants. They will come from every­ 
where, including North America, South 
America and Australia. The cost to the 
Israel government is $34,000 a family 
for transportation and housing-the total 
bill for settlement. Add to this another 
$10,000 of capital investment to pro­ 
vide a job for the immigrant. 
The overall expenditure Peres puts 
at $600 million, which will not, howev­ 
er fall in a single calendar year. Most 
of that must come from outside Israel 
— from Jews and non-Jews who believe 
in Israel’s future. By far the largest 
share is from the sale of Israeli bonds 
in the United States and from the Uni­ 
ted Jewish Appeal. 
Is the expectation that eventually most 
of America’s 
million Jews will emi­ 
grate to Israel? Peres is reserved on 
that point. But he obviously does not ex­ 
clude the possibility of a sizable emi­ 
gration. On a small scale that is occur­ 
ring today, with men and women of tal­ 
ent coming from the United States to be 
Israeli citizens. 
The Soviet Union is refusing to let 
Jews emigrate to Israel and this has 
stirred a hostility almost as deep as that 
engendered by the Russian weapons put 
mto Egyptian hands. The newspapers 
here carry extensive stories about the 
young Israeli conducting a protest fast 
outside the United Nations building in 
New York to dramatize the refusal of the 
Soviets to allow members of his family 
to leave and emigrate to the homeland. 
What if by some miracle Soviet policy 
should suddenly change and a million and 
a half Jews be permitted to depart 
for Israel? “ We could absorb them,” 
Peres says. 
A record was set in 1949 - 50 when 
250,000 Jews settled in the new na­ 
tion that had just won its independence 
after the war of 1948. Another 150,000 


followed in the next year and a half. 
The population tripled in 20 years. 
Peres puts the net annual increase in 
population by births at lV2 to 2 per cent. 
The net increase in the Arab world may 
be as high as four per cent or even 
more, despite dubious statistics in Egypt 
that set it much lower. This suggests 
the fear that has haunted many Israelis 
— to be outbred in 20 or 25 years in 
a sea of Arabs bent on overwhelming 
the newcomer. 


Profound changes are, however, al­ 
ready taking place, indicating the shift 
to advanced industry and technology. 
While citrus exports are still an im­ 
portant currency earner, only 9 per 
cent of the work force is today on the 
land in what was once largely an agri­ 
cultural country. In what is one of the 
most extraordinary experiments in all of 
history there is no standing still.
